Firſt, Tt would be needleſs to recount the number of 
Men of War loſt theſe five Years paſt, it-being a thing 
too well known in England : But how and which way, 
and by what means the greateſt: part of: them/have been 
loſt, is not obvious to every one. Therefore to farisfie"(in 
ſome meaſure) the Curiotity of thoſe who deſite to know 
the ſame, it's- believed, and without gain-ſayiag, muſt 
be allowed to be chiefly for want of competent Ni umbers 
of Able and Willing Seamen on'Yoard them; Fortis 
evident, that ſeveral of our Ships 'of War have'been'ra- 
ken of late-Years, without loſirig:a'MaRt 'vr Yard;* which 
was not ſo- formerly: Tf "theſe "things '*tiad'* hapned 
through'\the' Neglect or Gowardize of - the" Comman-
